We often wonder when the 
months go by and sometimes 
even years and we receive no fur 
ther news from some of those 
frienda Have they changed their 
iddreaa without advising ua? We 
try to verify their address aa beat 
we can; the Post Office does not 
send beck to ua the copies of the 
News if they are undwluurud. It 
pains ua to think of the sacrifice 
that the children have made In 
vain It coats ua. too. a small 
yearly sum for each person In 
volved 

We are tempted sometimes to 
ceeae sending these copies. We 
usually end by sending them 
luat the same. We prefer to risk 
Their going astray or ending In the 
waste paper basket rather than 
have our friends think that we have 
forgotten them 

ft la not eaay to know what to 
put In the News. We try to show 
The accomplishments of the chll 
dren. the progress that they and 
the Boys' Towns or Girls' Town or 
the Nurseries have made. But 
this policy has Its dangers. Some 


readers may be tempted to confu 
se this progress, due to the great 
good will of the boys and girls, 
with material security. They don t 
naed my pennies! And so our 
struggle becomes a little harder 
than it was before
